FACTS? 

In the Evening Tost, of Mon- 
day Inst, there appeared the fol- 
lowing dispatch : 

" Fran k fort. Ky. , A pri 1 22. -Ken- 
tucky river is out of its l.ianks at 
the lower edge of Frankfort, just 
below the uiouth of Benson creek, 
and is rising at the rate of three 
inches per hour. No great, dam- 
age has yet heen done, but the 
river is at thu danger line, with 
every indication of a oontiuued 
rise. Navigation is entirely sus- 
pended, on account of the freshet. 
The water is nearly over the roof 
of the wharf, at which the steam- 
boats land below the St. Clair 
street bridge, and the river is full 
of drift wood. 

"Thisjahows a rise ofabout six - 
teen feet since Friday night. The 
continued rains will probably 
cause a further rise of several feet, 
which will flood the lower part of 
the town. The river is not, how- 
ever, expected tu get as high as it 
did in 1 884, > lieu the streets in 
the business portion of the town 
were under water and rowbonts 
were seen tied to lamp posts about 
State House Square. 

"Benson creek is out of its banks 
and is us broad as Kentucky river 
usually is." 

In the first place the river has 
not left its banks, nor has the 
water reached the roof of the ware 
house, on the Custom House 
Wharf by nearly three feet, much | 
less over it. In the next place, 
the river did not get out of its 
banks at all in 1884. In 1888 the 
river was higher than ever known 
before, but did not reach the bus- 
iness streets of the city, and there 
were no boats ever tied up at 
lamp posts around the State 
House yard. The low grounds, 
back of the State House, were over- 
flowed, as has been the case four 
or five times in our knowledge, 
but south of the State House 
grounds the water never rose to 
the streets. 

It was bad enough as it was, 
but for pity sake, don't make it 
any worse.
